FROM WASHINGTON: 
Sen. William D. Hathaway 

Awaiting the President's signa- 
fure is the multi billion Health 
Revenue Sharing and Nurse Train- 
ing Act authorizations, This pro- 
posal, passed overwhelmingly by 
both House and Senate this year, 
is a bare bones version of similar 
legislation pocket vetoed last Dec- 
ember. 
The President objected not only 
to tbe spending levels in the legis- 
lation, but also to the extensien of 
cerlain programs such as nurses’ 
training grants. _ 

This time, the funding levels 
are within the budget Jimits, but 
the question still remains whether 
the $1.4 billion authorization can 
adequately meet the public health 
needs of the nation through 1977 
and provide sufficient nurses! 
training assistance through 1978, 
Consequently, Corigress will keep 
a watchful eye on these. programs 
and ¢onsider supplemental fund- 
ing if and when the need arises. 

The President’s objections to 
continuing nurse training loans 
and grants are more difficult to 
accept, The shortage . of riurses, 
single largest group of health 
maripower, is growing. Moreover, 
the importance of nurses in com- 
munity health care programs, 
particularly in. areas where doc- 
tors are scarce, is also growing, 

Cutbacks jin programs aimed 
al alleviating the shortage at a 
time when actually more assist-| 
ance would be desirable Js. count- 
erproductive to say the Jeast, 

Maine ig a prime example of 
this problem. One survey showed 
that. 72 percent of the nurses in 
the State will have retired by 
1985. Eight nurses schools in 
Maine receive federal assistance 
to train new members for the pro- 
fession, They could not continue 
without proper federal support for 
construction of needed facilitles 
ard sufficlent student loans and 
scholarships. 

This problem is nationwide in 
scope, If federal support is cut 
off, then many of the nurse train- 
ing programs will deteriorate, if 
they don't terminate altogether, 
‘The House and Senate are not 
about to Jet this happen, In fact, 
in addition to the Health Revenue 
Sharing and Nurse Training leg- 
islation Congress Js in the process 
of considering Health Manpower 
‘proposals to ensure that adequate 
professonal medical help is avail- 
able to all communities rural and 
urban alike, ; 

A basic component of this leg- 
islation is the continuation and 
i deg of programs. encour- 
aging doctors and. other profes- 
sional medical people to practice 
in rural and remote areas where 
the shortage of such personnel Ss 
acute, ‘The House has already ap 
proved a Health Manpower bill, 
and the Senate will be consider- 
lng similar proposala In the 
months to come,

NEW LAW TO REQUIRE 
LICENSING OF

Until now nursery schools in 
Maine have been run without any 
kind of regulation, except fire safe- 
ly standards, With the passage of 
L, D. 1073 things will change, 

L, D. 1073 clarifies the Maine 
Child Care Licensing statute to in- 
clude the licensing of nursery 
schools, It is now the responsibili- 
ty of the Maine Department of 
Health and Welfare to develop 
minimum standards for licensing,

the department, It will include 
nursery school operators, parents, 

' people with training in early child

NOW (S THE TIME TO 
MARK DISEASED ELMS 


Now fs the time for towns to 
be scouting and marking Dutch 
Elm diseased elm trees accord. 
ing to John Chadwick, Shade ‘Tree 
Specialist, for the Maine Forest 
Service, 

Wilting and yellowlng of foliage 
in mid-July are symptoms of the 
disease. “If towns wait too long 
the discase symptoms will be con- 
fused with the noumal seasonal 
yellowing of elm trees,” Chad- 
wick said, Marking of diseased 
trees now will avoid cutling the 
wrong tree Jater in the year when 
the leaves have fallen. 

After scouting and fdentifying 

the diseased elms, Chadwick rec- 
ommends that towns contract with 
licensed arborists for tree remov- 
al, The removal should be sched- 
Wed after the tourist season when 
traffic is not a¥ heavy. Accord- 
ing to Chadwick, “Diseased trees 
left standing are a potential source 
of future infections, They harbor 
the deadly fungus and the disease 
carrying Insects,"

cript of his own census record 
from the census year that will best 
serve his needs, 

For example, a man born in 
1905 who wants cerfification of 
age would probably be sent a copy 
of his census record from the de- 
cennial census of 1910, ‘The record 
would not contain his birth date 
but it would show him as having 
been five years old in 1910, which 
is just as good. He can then pre- 
sont this record as supporting evi- 
dence when applying to the State 
in which he was born for a delay- 
ed birth certificate.

requires evidence of age. The So- 
elal Security Administration and 
the Railroad Retirement Board Ag- 
ency both place great reliance on 
census records, and they assist 
many persons ¢ach year in obtain- 
ing acceptable evidence of age 
dhrough census records, 

Census records can also give 
evidence of citizenship for pass- 
port purposes, of occupation (for 
example black Jung benefits for 
coal miners), and of relationship 
for estates or inheritances, in- 
surance, DAR membership, fam- 
ily records, and other genealogic- 
al purposes, 

All information. In census ree- 
ords is confidential by law. The 
Bureau of the Census. and every 
one of iis employees is prohibited 
by Federal law from diselosing 
any Information contained in the 
census records except to the per- 
son himself, or for a proper pur- 
pose, to a legal representative, 

Information about a minor child 
‘may be oblained upon written re- 
quest of either parent. For rec 
ords pertaining to a deceased per- 
son, the application may be sign- 
ed by a blood relative in the Im- 
mediate family, the surviving 
spouse, a beneficiary, or the ad- 
ministrator or executor of the es- 
tate and in all cases, a death cer-
